No. 3/6/2009-PubKc.—Dr. Y. S. Rajasekhara Reddy, Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh, died in a helic(^>tcr 
crash in Andhra Pradesh on September 2,2009. 

2. Bom on July 8,1949, in Pulivendula in Rayalaseema region of Andhra Pradesh, Dr. Y^ S. Rtijaseldiani 
Reddy, popularly known as YSR, was an astute politician and a charismatic mass leader who earned a niche ibr 
himself in State politics by his exemplary devotion to the uplift of downtrodden and neglected segments of society. 
He always struggled to secure the rights of the poor and the underprivileged. Dr. Rbddy evinced interest in polities 
right from his student days. After completing MBBS, he served as a Medical Officer at die Janunalamadugu Mission 
Hospital for a brief period. In 1973, he established a 70'bed charitable hospital, named after his fother. 

3. Dr. Reddy entered active politics in 1978 and was member ofAndhra Pradesh State Legislative Assembly 
four times. He was elected to the 9th, lOth, 11th and 12th LokSaUiaccmsecutively from the Cuddapah Constituency. 
During his 31 years long political career, he had served die people in muhiple capacities both in Government as well 
as party. He was President of the Andhra Pradesh Congress Committee twice during 1983-85 and 1998-2000. During 
1980-83, he was Minister in the Government of Andhra Pradesh holding portfolios of Rural Development, Medical & 
Health and Education etc. From 1999 to 2004, he was Leader of Oj^sition in the eleventh State Assembly, 

4. As a champion of the masses, Dr. Reddy has been instrumental in orchestrating several mass struggles, 
while highlighting issues facing peasants, weavers, Dalits, youth and women. His relentless fight for clearance of 
pending irrigation projects, particularly in the backward Rayalaseema region, earned him a special place in the hearts 
of millions of farmers. Dr. Reddy always strongly believed that human life is a boon provided by die Almighty to share 
one’s blessings with others, while serving less privileged human beings. 

5. Dr. Y.S. Rajasekhara Reddy was sworn in as Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh on 14-05-2004. He was 
again sworn in as Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh for a second term on 20-05-2009. 

6. Dr. Y.S. Rajasekhara Reddy is survived by his wife, son and daughter. 

7. In the death of Dr. Reddy, the Nation has lost an eminent leader and a person of great moral caliber, 
known alike for his deep love for the country and abiding affection for his people.
